SIXTY THOUSAND BEDSTEADS. 


One of Atianta’s Mammoth Establish- 
ments. 

Few people in Atlanta recognize the 
enormous extent of the business done by 
some of our leading enterprises. If the 
average citizen were passing Forsyth street 
crossing, and the building once occupied 
as the Kennesaw mills’ flour depot was 
pointed out asa place where forty thou- 
sand are stored, be would be 
astonished, to put it mildiy. But if his at- 
tention was directed to a three story buiid- 
ing diagonally across the street and he was 
told that within the two buildings over 
sixty thousand beds‘'eads are stored, be 
would, in tbe parlance of the gamin. 

“paralyzed.” . Yet euch is 
true, A single firm, that of 
Ristine & May, now have storedin their 
warerooms in this city over sixty thou- 
sand bedsteads. A walk throvugh their 
establishment cannot fail to makea true 
Atiantian proud that euchan extensive 
establishment is located bere, and yet this 
is simply the distributing point of the 
firm.

These pieces of 
furuiture are sold over the whole country, 
principally in Virginia, North and South 
Carolina, Georgia, Alabama, Fiorida, Mis 
sitesi ppi, Louisiana, Arkansas and 
fennessee. Twelve salesmen are kept on 
the road and twenty-five men are kept in 
Atianta to handle the bedsteads. Las year 
the firm sold 75 000 bedsteads and the num- 
ber for this year will run te 125 000. These 
figures are startling, but they are correct, 
and show what enterprise, square dealing 
and experience can do, The bedsteads are 
made from good seasoned material and vary 
in price from the cheap article of $1 75 toa 
handsome bedstead which costs $10,50. 
None of these are retailed by the firm. The 
business of the firm has increased so rapid- 
ly that the establishment of ef 
branch house is rendered necessary,

& Vandivere. The house will be under the 
management of Mr. 8.
